Secondly, The Iriſh do acknowledge, that there 
wasa Ceſſation, a Prace made 1546, and another in 
1548. between Themand King Charles the Firſt, 
or thoſe Authorized by Him: Doth not this neceſſarily 
Inply a War? and what is a War, by Subjects man- 
naged again{t their lawful Kng, but a Rebellion? 

Theſe Tranſa&tions were in the Names of the 


General Aſſembly of the Confederate Roman Catholicks of

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Thirdly, The Rebellion was fo General, that in 
ſeven Counties of the Kingdom, by the begin- 
ing of the Year 1543, there were 3000, Outlawed 
for Hizb Treaſon; Tneleven other Counties, there 
were at leaſt 3000 Oztlaned for their Rebellion ; 
but the Power of the Rebels was ſo Great, that 
they could not be Outlanwed : And as for the 
whole Province of Conazght, the Counties of 
Tippeary, Limerick, and Kerry, and the reſt of the 
Kingdom, the Defection was ſo Univerſal, that 
the King had neither Sheriffs, Coroners, nor any 
other Minilters of 7uſtice, to proceed againſt the
